PRISON FOR ICE TRUST MEN 


Ohio Dealers Sentenced to Pay $5000 


Fine and Serve Year in Prison. 


Toledo. O., June 26. — In common 


pleas court Judge Kinkade- imposed 
tbe maximum sentence of $5000 fine

It is tho present iu- 
te mtion to try and adjust these dif­ 
ferences before adjournm ent 
Besides branching off into this new 
field of legislative endeavor, the pres­ 
ent session of congress hns made itself 
important in other ways. It has added 
one, and perhaps two, now states to 
the Union, and by so doing has dis­ 
posed of four territories. Great re­ 
sults to the people are expected from 
the removal of the tax on denatured 
alcohol. 
If predictions are fulfilled 
heat, light and power are to be sup­ 
plied by alcohol made from the corn­ 
fields of tho country, from sugar beets 
and sugar cane, from fruits and other 
vegetation. 
By a deft turn of legislative points 
of view, the questions which have per­ 
plexed congress for some time regard­ 
ing the Panama canal have been set­ 
tled. The president may dig a lock 
canal as fast as he pleases. A joint 
resolution’ was 
agreed to requiring 
oanal supplies to be made of American 
manufacture. 
Before discussing the number of acts 
passed, it is interesting to note that 
with all the strenuous exertions of an 
appropriation committee in the house 
with a new chairman—Representative 
Tawney—it has been impossible ro 
hold the appropriations down to much 
less than $900,000,000, although “econ­ 
omy” was the watchword from the 
sta rt 
Organized labor has succeeded in its 
requests of the present session of con­ 
gress to the extent of securing the en­ 
actment of what is known as the “em­ 
ployers' liability bill.” This enactment 
will make it possible for an employe to 
secure damages for his injuries, not­ 
withstanding his own negligence may 
have been in part responsible for that 
injury. 
Another bill which has re­ 
ceived the approval of the senate, and 
will doubtless become a law before the 
end of the session, is that limiting the 
hours of continuous service of railway 
trainmen to 1C consecutive hours' work, 
to be followed by 10 hours’ rest.

One of the novel* features of law­ 
making was the enactment of the meas­ 
ure to preserve the scenic beauty ol 
Niagara Falls. 
Hazing at the naval academy was 
given a further legislative rebuke by 
the passage of a bill giving the secre­ 
tary of the navy discretion to dismiss 
or otherwise punish hazers at that in­ 
stitution. 
Important to the southern states was 
the enactment of the general quaran­ 
tine bill, providing for co-operation of 
state and federal authorities in sup­ 
pressing yellow fever. 
President Roosevelt was given $25,0nn 
to pay traveling expenses of himself 
and invited guests. 
The private pension legislation of 
the session was heavy, and many hun­ 
dred acts will be signed before the end 
comes.

Washington, June 25. — Important 
measures extending federal regulation 
and control have been enacted at the 
•first session of tho 59th congress, now 
rapidly drawing to a close. The rail­ 
road rate bill and the meat Inspection 
bill will soon become laws, and before 
adjournment of .congress both houses 
will have passed 
pure food 
bills, 
which, though dissimilar in terms, are 
both based on the same principle of 
federal control. It Is the present in­ 
tention to try and adjust these dif­ 
ferences before adjournment 
Besides branching off into this new 
field of legislative endeavor, the pres­ 
ent session of congress has made itself 
important in other ways. It has added 
one, and perhaps two, new states to 
the Union, and by so doing has dis­ 
posed of four territories. Great re­ 
sults to the people are expected from 
the removal of the tax on denatured 
alcohol. 
If predictions are fulfilled 
heat, light and power are to be sup­ 
plied by alcohol made from the corn­ 
fields of tho country, from sugar beets 
and sugar cane, from fruits and other 
vegetation. 
By a deft turn of legislative points 
of view, the questions which have per­ 
plexed congress for some time regard­ 
ing the Panama canal have been set­ 
tled. The president may dig a lock 
canal as fast as he pleases. A joint 
resolution' was 
agreed to requiring 
oanal supplies to be made of American 
manufacture. 
Before discussing the number of acts 
passed, it is interesting to note that 
with all the strenuous exertions of an 
appropriation committee in tho house 
with a new chairman—Representative 
Tawney—it has been impossible

hold the appropriations down to much 
less than $900,000,000, although "econ­ 
omy" was the watchword from the 
start.

Only Recently Have They Had Cour- 
age to Put Up Skytcrapers—Part of 
City Which Suffered Is On The Flats 
and Made Lands—A Stupid Water 
Sy«tcm. 


Although San Francisco has always 
been known as an "earthquake town." 
fret^uency of shocks rather than vio- 
lence has bec^n characteristic of its 
seismic history. 


There was a violent shock in 1856, 
when the city was only a mining town 
of 
small 
frame buildings. 
Several 
shanties were overthrown and a few 
persons killed by falling walls and 
chlmnoys. 
Next In violence was the 
shock of 1S72. which cracked the walls 
of some of the public buildings and 
caused a panic. 
There was no great 
loss of life. In April, 189S. just before 
midnight there was a lively shakeup 
which caused the 
tall 
buildings 
to 
shake like the snapping of a whip 
and drove the tourists out of the ho- 
tels Into the streets In their night 
clothes. Three or four old houses fell, 
and the Benicia navy yard, which is 
on made ground across the bay, was 
damaged to the extent of about $100,- 
000. 


These were the heaviest shocks. On 
the other hand, light shocks have been 
frequent.

quakes have averaged three or four 
a year. 
These are usually tremblings 
lasting from ten seconds to a minute 
and just heavy enough to wake light 
sleepers or to shake dishes about on 
the shelves. 
Tourists and newcomers 
are generally alarmed by these phen- 
omena, 
but 
old 
Callfornlans 
have 
learned to take them philosophically. 
To one who Is not afraid of them, the 
sensation 
on 
one 
of 
these 
little 
tremblers Is 
rather 
pleasant 
than 
otherwise. 


Yet the fear of a great earthquake 
disaster has always been over 
San 
Francisco. 
It has accounted in great 
degree for the peculiar 
architecture 
t>f the place. It was only in 1890 that 
any one ventured 
to 
build 
a 
high 
structure, and the Inhabitants 
have 
been 
shy of 
brick and stone. 
The 
houses and the business blocks, to 
some 
extent 
are of wood—mainly 
California redwood. 
Brick residences 
axe not common. 


With the steady trade winds which 
prevail there at all seasons of the 
year the city should have been wiped 
out by a great conflagration long ago. 
and woiild have been but for the pe- 
culiar quality of California redwood, 
which smoulders in 
a 
fire and 
re- 
fuses to break into a bright and ener- 
getic blaze. 
Given a good water sup- 
ply the fires are such that they are 
easily handled by the fire department. 
In fact, there has never been before 
this what might be called a general 
conflagration In San Frapclsco. 


To understand this disaster it Is 
necessary to consider 
the 
peculiar 
physical characteristics of the land 
upon which San Francisco is built. 
The original site was a bunch of high 
and abrupt hills ending in a penin- 
sula, whose furthest reach forms one 
side of the Golden Gate, the entrance 
to San Francisco Bay. 
The greater 
part of the city proper Is on the inner 
^de of the peninsula, facing on the 
bay and not on the Pacific ocean. The 
city has been growing out toward the 
ocean, however; 
and 
Golden 
Gate 
Park, which starts as a broad ribbon 
of land at about the centre of the 
town, has reached an ocean frontage. 
The city now has 
a 
population 
of 
more than 400,000. 


The four or five high hills were ap- 
propriated early in the life of the city 
as a residence district; and with the 
exception of Telegraph Hill, at one 
corner of the city, they hold the homes 
of tho wealth 
and w^Il-to-do. 
The 
business district was set on the low 
lands in the clefts between the hills, 
and, of course, as close to the wharf 
room on the bay as possible. 


Such land being valuable, this dis- 
trict has been gradually filled in and 
extended for fifty years. 
'*When the 
water came up to Montgomery street" 
is a San Francisco phrase describing 
the early days. 
Now there are ten 
blocks of business streets 
between 
Montgomery 
street 
and 
the water 
front. 
Here lies the warehouse and 
wholesale district. 


The heart of San Franslco Is "News- 
paper Comers," only a block Inland 
from Montgomery street, and therefore 
verging on the old waterfront and tho 
made lands. 
Here, on four corners, 
stood the Chronicle building, eleven 
stories, and the first high building in 
San 
Francisco; 
the Call 
building, 
twenty stories high, and the tallest 
structure in the city; the Examiner 
building, eight stories, and the new 
Mutual Bank building, twelve stories. 


Just on the edge of the made land 
stood the Palace Hotel, 
not 
a 
high 
building, but 
covering 
a 
block 
of 
ground and one of the largest struc- 
tures in the city. Across from it was 
the Crocker building, ten stories, and 
the smaller Hobart building, in which 
the Postal Telegraph Company 
was 
housed. 
At the centre of the square 
formed by the newspaper 
buildings 
stood the fountain presented by the 
actress U>tta to the city. 


As has been said, the fear of what 
might happen in an earthquake, com- 
bined with 
the 
scarcity 
of 
nearby 
quarries and brickyards, 
kept 
San 
Francisco people from building with 
a show of permanence. 
The first to 
break 
the 
tradition 
was 
M. H. De 
Young, who put up the eleven-story 
Chronicle building In ISyO. This was 
lu the early days of skyscraper con- 
struction, and the framework of the 
Chronicle building was not of steel 
but of wrought iron, while the shell 
was of brick. 


Tho building stood, weathered a 
small earthquakes and had 
nothing 
happened to it. San Franciscans took 
heart and began to experi^ient with 
tall 
buildings. 
In 
1894 
John 
D. 
Spreckles put up the Call building, 
noted as one of the few really beauti- 
ful skyscrapers In the country. 
This 
stood out of the city like a tower as 
viewed from the hills and was the 
most conspicuous feature on the land- 
scape of San Francisco. 
The Crocker 
bnilding, the Emporium building, the 
Wells Fargo building, the new Bald- 
win building and half a dozen others 
followed. 


The business district lies all along 
Market street or north of It. 
Market 
street, even after It gets past the area 
of made land, is. In depression. 
Al- 
most all of the district south of Mar- 
ket street is on low lands, originally 
tido 
fiats. 
Here are the dwellings ol 
the poor, corresponding to the tene- 
ment district of New York, except that 
the poor of San Francisco are housed 
not in tall tenement buildings, but in 
frame houses often of flimsy construc- 
tion. 


Experience 
with 
earthquakes 
has 
shown that low lands, and especially 
made 
lauds, 
suffer the most. 
That 
seems to have been the case of this 
earthquake. 
It ripped things up In 
the wholesale district of made lands, 
devastated all 
Market 
street 
and 
tumbled about the tenement district. 


Just across the Bay from San Fran- 
cisco, and on the eastern shore, lie 
the suburbs of Oakland, Alameda and 
Berkeley. 
Oakland, a city of some- 
thing more than 70,000 inhabitants, 
is to San Francisco what Brooklyn 
Is to New York, 
except 
that 
It 
Is 
further away—about 
six 
miles 
oy 
ferry. 
Here are all the terminals of 
the direct overland lines, and all pas- 
sengers, except those coming by the 
southern routes, talve ferry at Oakland 
for San Francisco. 
Fuii^her along the 
bay shore, and adjacent to Oakland Is 
Alameda, a residence town on very 
low land. 
Hitherto Alameda has suf- 
fered from the slight earthquakes in 
that region more than San Francisco. 
On the other side of Oakland, east- 
ward of it on the overland routes, is 
the colle'ge town of Berkeley, the site 
of the University of California. 


Although the water supply of San 
Francisco was ample, and was helped 
out for fire purposes by a system of 
salt water mains, 
the 
system 
was 
made to be the prey of earthquakes. 
The greater part of the supply came 
from the Spring Valley laites, some 
distance south of the city on the pen- 
insula. The chief main ran along the 
bacivbone of the peninsula for some 
distance, but upon approaching 
the 
city it took an abrupt turn to the east 
and ran along the made lands until 
It reached the business district. From 
that point it was pumped to reser- 
voirs on the crests of the city hills, 
where it got the fall to supply the 
residence district. 
That disturbance 
of the made lands, which, of course, 
broke the water mains, cut off at once 
nearly the whole supply of the city. 
That possibility had not been fore- 
seen In planning the San Francisco 
water mains. 


The 
San 
Francisco 
newspapers 
never mentioned the possibility of a 
disastrous earthquake, but the subject 
was always in the public mind. 
A 
common subject of discussion In San 
Francisco was the effect of a shake 
upon the new tall buildings. 
Almost 
all of the architects declared that they 
stood a vastly better chance than low 
structures of brick and stone or ordi- 
nary frame buildings. 
The interlock- 
ing steel structures, they 
declared, 
would sway and give; the worst that 
could be expected would be the bom- 
bardment of the streets caused 
by 
their shaking off their shells.

What is a Comet? 


By Professor 
IV. H. Pickering* 


Ti HAT Is a comet? 
Up to the time of the Renaissance a comet 
was universally supposed .to be a vapor In the atmosphere, 
presaging pestilence, wars, and the death of kings. 
The 
Danish astronomer Tycho Braho was the first to show that 
comets lay In the celestial spaces beyond our atmosphere 
and Newton proved that the heads of comets obeyed the law 
of gravitation, like other celestial bodies. 


We can now 
say with considerable assurance 
that a 
comet's head consists of a swarm of meteors surrounded and 
Interspersed with a gaseous atmosphere which renders It luminous, and there- 
fore visible, by continuance internal discharges. 
When the atmosphere dis- 
appears, and the discharges cease, the head becomes invisible, and the comet 
becomes a simple meteor swarm. 


The most puzzling thing about a comet has always been its tail, and it is 
only within the last few years that we have begun to know enough about mat- 
ter In a finely divided state to be able to offer any satisfactory explanation for 
it: 
Its most obvious peculiarity is that it does not obey the law of gravita- 
tion. 


That the tall Is gaseous is clearly proved by the spectroscope, the band- 
ed spectrum having been traced to a distance of 3,000,000 miles from the head 
of Swift's Comet (1S92. i). 


According to the modern 
theory of electricity, the Sun is 
a negatively 
charged body, from whoso surface vast numbers of minute bodies called cor- 
puscles are being constantly repelled, at velocities not far from 100,000 miles 
per second. 
These corpuscles, electrons, or ions, as 
they are 
sometimes 
called, are much smaller than atoms, and constitute what was formerly rather 
crudely called negative electricity. 
Those corpuscles that strike the comet 
immediately attach themselves to the gaseous 
molecules surrounding the 
head, charging them negatively, and 
causing them to be repelled at high 
speed, not only from the other molecules forming the head, but particularly 
from the direction of the negatively charged sun. 
The successive envelopes 
sometimes seen surrounding the nucleus of a comet may indicate either some 
special activity going on within tho comet itself, or they may indicate the ef- 
fect of successive waves of corpuscles shot out from the sun. 


A comet's tail may therefore be described as a current of gaseous parti- 
cles receding from the head each particle or molecule carrying a 
negative 
electric charge. 
A certain amount of impalpable dust of a particular grade 
of fineness probably accompanies the gaseous stream. In at least one case this 
dust was present in sufficient quantities to produce an appreciable effect, but 
it did not extend to the extreme end of the tail.—Harper's Magazine.

It is strictly Oriental at every point, startling By- 
zantine from Its front elevation, four stories high, to the gilded dome and col- 
or effects. The necessity for institutlonallsm knows no law except available 
room, 
One church in Pittsburg, recently completed, has fifty-two rooms in 
the edifice. 
The cost of the spire has gone Into the interior,—Leslie's Weekly,

BUT EXPECTED THIS DISASTER. 


WONDERS OF FLORIDA. 


Crops Grow So Fast It Keeps Horses 


Trotting to * Reap Them. 


Florida is a strange land, as big as 
all New England, or nearly so, and 
with wealth untold. 
It takes a good 
farmer to know his 
business 
here, 
says the Independent, but there is no 
lack of crops for gathering and for soil 
making, too. 


The velvet bean needs a sharp paced 
team to keep up with Its growth. 
It 
will make fifty feet of good hay in a 
single season and then leave plenty of 
fodder for the cows and a cover crop 
for winter. 
When you come to plough 
it under in the spring you have not 
only a big mass of humus but a large 
storage of nitrogen added to the soil. 


The beggar weed is anything but a 
beggar, but is a grass of superb qual­ 
ity yielding an immense amount of hay 
and then forage, and after that adding 
nearly as much to the soil as your 
velvet bean. 


This only begins the story of Flor­ 
ida farming. 
It does not, however, 
undertake to deny that many of the 
Florida farmers import their hay from 
the North. 


Do you know a loquat when you see 
one? 
It has the shape of a pear but 
the flavor of a cherry. 
It is good for 
pies and puddings and marmalades and 
for pretty nearly everything else that 
that marvellous fruit, the cherry, is 
used for.

The kumquat is a sort of compro­ 
mise between an orange and a stick 
of candy—we do not mean in flavor, 
but in shape and size.

They are 
all of them more or less tawdry and 
have a slackness in their ways of do­ 
ing business. A cabbage palm brought 
out of its native habitat with congenial 
companions and set in a dusty doorway 
is about the meanest thing we ever 
saw.

bushes and camphor trees fenced in 
with wire? 


But the country in this state of 
flowers—well named Florida—is about 
as rollicking and utterly natural a bit 
of the world as can be conceived. 
In 
tho highlands of the central p art of 
the state and palm and the pine meet 
together. 


It is the north and the south in per­ 
fect harmony. 
It is the garden of the 
world. 


The new farmer Is coming in to take 
possession. 
The old orange grower» 
were mostly city folk and nature did 


Only Recently Have They Had Cour­ 
age to Put Up Skyecrapers—Part of 
City Which Suffered Is On The Flats 
and Made Lands—A Stupid Water 
8y*tem. 


Although San Francisco has always 
been known as an “earthquake town,’* 
frequency of shocks rather than vio­ 
lence has been characteristic of its 
seismic history. 


There was a violent shock in 1856, 
when the city was only a mining town 
of small frame buildings. 
Several 
shanties were overthrown and a few 
persons killed by falling walls and 
chimneys. 
Next in violence was the 
shock of 1S72, which cracked the walls 
of some of the public buildings and 
caused a panic. 
There was no great 
loss of life. In April, 1898, just before 
midnight there was a lively shakeup 
which caused the 
tall 
buildings 
to 
shake like the snapping of a whip 
and drove the tourists out of the ho­ 
tels into the streets in their night 
clothes. Three or four old houses fell, 
and the Benicia navy yard, which is 
on made ground across the bay, was 
damaged to the extent of about $100,- 
000. 


These were the heaviest shocks. On 
the other hand, light shocks have been 
frequent. 
Probably 
the 
sensible 
quakes have averaged three or four 
a year. 
These are usually tremblings 
lasting from ten seconds to a minute 
and just heavy enough to wake light 
sleepers or to shake dishes about on 
the shelves. 
Tourists and newcomers 
are generally alarmed by these phen­ 
omena, 
but 
old 
Californians 
have 
learned to take them philosophically. 
To one who is not afraid of them, the 
B e n sa tio n 
on 
one 
of 
these 
little 
tremblers is 
rather 
pleasant 
than 
otherwise. 


Yet the fear of a great earthquake 
disaster has always been over San 
Francisco. 
It has accounted in great 
degree for the peculiar architecture 
of the place. It was only in 1890 that 
any one ventured 
to 
build 
a high 
structure, and the inhabitants have 
been 
shy of 
brick and stone. 
The 
houses and the business blocks, to 
some 
extent 
are of wood—mainly 
California redwood. 
Brick residences 
are not common. 


W ith the steady trade winds which 
prevail there at all seasons of the 
year the city should have been wiped 
out by a great conflagration long ago, 
and wotild have been but for the pe­ 
culiar quality of California redwood, 
which smoulders in a fire and 
re­ 
fuses to break Into a bright and ener­ 
getic blaze. 
Given a good water sup­ 
ply the fires are such that they are 
easily handled by the fire departm ent 
In fact, there has never been before 
this what might be called a general 
conflagration in San Frapcisco. 


To understand this disaster it Is 
necessary to consider 
the 
peculiar 
physical characteristics of the land 
upon which San Francisco is built. 
The original site was a bunch of high 
and abrupt hills ending in a penin­ 
sula, whose furthest reach forms one 
Bide of the Golden Gate, the entrance 
to San Francisco Bay. 
The greater 
part of the city proper is on the inner 
*de of the peninsula, facing on the 
bay and not on the Pacific ocean. The 
city has been growing out toward the 
ocean, however; 
and 
Golden 
Gate 
Park, which starts as a broad ribbon 
of land at about the centre of the 
town, has reached an ocean frontage. 
The city now has 
a 
population 
of 
more than 400,000. 


The four or five high hills were ap­ 
propriated early in the life of the city 
as a residence district; and with the 
exception of Telegraph Hill, at one 
corner of the city, they hold the homes 
of the wealth and well-to-do. 
The 
business district was set on the low 
lands in the clefts between the hills, 
and, of course, as close to the wharf 
room on the bay as possible. 


Such land being valuable, this dis­ 
trict has been gradually filled in and 
extended for fifty years. 
“When the 
w ater came up to Montgomery street“ 
is a San Francisco phrase describing 
the early days. 
Now there are ten 
blocks of business streets 
between 
Montgomery 
street 
and 
the water 
front. 
Here lies the warehouse and 
wholesale district. 


The heart of San Fransico is “News­ 
paper Corners,” only a block inland 
from Montgomery street, and therefore 
verging on the old waterfront and tho 
jjuade lands. 
Here, on four corners, 
stood the Chronicle building, eleven 
stories, and the first high building in 
San Francisco; 
the Call 
building, 
twenty stories high, and the tallest 
structure in the city; the Examiner 
building, eight stories, and the new 
Mutual Bank building, twelve stories. 


Ju st on the edge of the made land 
stood the Palace Hotel, 
not a 
high 
building, but 
covering a 
block 
of 
ground and ono of the largest struc 


Tho building stood, weathered a few 
6mali earthquakes and had nothing 
happened to it. San Franciscans took 
heart and began to experiment with 
tall 
buildings. 
In 
1894 
John 
D. 
Spreckles put up the Call building, 
noted as one of the few really beauti­ 
ful skyscrapers In the country. 
This 
stood out of the city like a tower as 
viewed from the hills and was the 
most conspicuous feature on the land­ 
scape of San Francisco. The Crocker 
building, the Emporium building, the 
Wells Fargo building, the new Bald­ 
win building and half a dozen others 
followed. 


The business district lies all along 
Market street or north of it. 
Market 
street, even after it gets past the area 
of made land, is. in depression. 
Al­ 
most all of the district south of Mar­ 
ket street is on low lands, originally 
tido flats. 
Here are the dwellings oi 
the poor, corresponding to the tene­ 
ment district of New York, except that 
the poor of San Francisco are housed 
not in tall tenement buildings, but in 
frame houses often of flimsy construc­ 
tion. 


Experience with earthquakes has 
shown that low lands, and especially 
made 
lands, 
suffer the most. 
That 
seems to have been the case of this 
earthquake. 
It ripped things up in 
the wholesale district of made lands, 
devastated all 
Market 
street 
and 
tumbled about the tenement district. 


Just across the Bay from San Fran­ 
cisco, and on the eastern shore, lie 
the suburbs of Oakland, Alameda and 
Berkeley. 
Oakland, a city of some­ 
thing moro than 70,000 inhabitants, 
is to San Francisco what Brooklyn 
is to New York, 
except that it is 
further away—about 
six 
miles 
<oy 
ferry. 
Here are all the terminals of 
the direct overland lines, and all pas­ 
sengers, except those coming by the 
southern routes, take ferry at Oakland 
for San Francisco. Further along the 
bay shore, and adjacent to Oakland is 
Alameda, a residence town on very 
low land. 
Hitherto Alameda has suf­ 
fered from the slight earthquakes in 
that region more than San Francisco. 
On the other side of Oakland, east- j 
ward of it on the overland routes, is 
the college town of Berkeley, the site 
of the University of California. 


Although the water supply of San 
Francisco was ample, and was helped 
out for fire purposes by a system of 
salt water mains, 
the 
system 
was 
made to be the prey of earthquakes. 
The greater part of the supply came 
from the Spring Valley lakes, some 
distance south of the city on the pen­ 
insula. The chief main ran along the 
backbone of the peninsula for some 
distance, but upon approaching the 
city it took an abrupt turn to the east 
and ran along the made lands until 
it reached the business district. From 
that point it was pumped to reser­ 
voirs on the crests of the city hills, 
where it got the fall to supply the 
residence district. 
That disturbance 
of the made lands, which, of course, 
broke the water mains, cut off a t once 
nearly the whole supply of the city. 
That possibility had not been fore­ 
seen in planning the San Francisco 
water mains. 


The 
San 
Francisco 
newspapers 
never mentioned the possibility of a 
disastrous earthquake, but the subject 
was always in the public mind. 
A 
common subject of discussion in San 
Francisco was the effect of a shake 
upon the new tall buildings. 
Almost 
all of the architects declared that they 
stood a vastly better chance than low 
structures of brick and stone or ordi­ 
nary frame buildings. 
The interlock­ 
ing steel structures, they declared, 
would sway and give; the worst that 
could be expected would be the bom­ 
bardment of the streets caused by 
their shaking off their shells. 


What is a Comet?

* 
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HAT is a comet? 
Up to the time of the Renaissance a comet 
was universally supposed .to be a vapor In the atmosphere, 
presaging pestilence, wars, and the death of kings. 
The 
Danish astronomer Tycho Brahe was the first to show that 
comets lay in the celestial spaces beyond our atmosphere 
and Newton proved that the heads of comets obeyed the law 
of gravitation, like other celestial bodies. 


We can now 
say with considerable assurance 
that a 
comet’s head consists of a swarm of meteors surrounded and 
interspersed with a gaseous atmosphere which renders it luminous, and there­ 
fore visible, by continuance internal discharges. 
When the atmosphere dis­ 
appears, and the discharges cease, the head becomes invisible, and the comet 
becomes a simple meteor swarm. 


The most puzzling thing about a comet has always been its tail, and it is 
only within the last few years that we have begun to know enough about mat­ 
ter in a finely divided state to be able to offer any satisfactory explanation for 
it: 
Its most obvious peculiarity is that it does not obey the law of gravita­ 
tion. 


That the tail Is gaseous is clearly proved by the spectroscope, the band­ 
ed spectrum having been traced to a distance of 3,000,000 miles from the head 
of Swift’s Comet (1S92, i). 


According to the modern 
theory of electricity, the Sun is 
a negatively 
charged body, from whoso surface vast numbers of minute bodies called cor­ 
puscles are being constantly repelled, at velocities not far from 100,000 miles 
per second. 
These corpuscles, electrons, or ions, as 
they are 
sometimes 
called, are much smaller than atoms, and constitute what was formerly rather 
crudely called negative electricity. 
Those corpuscles that strike the comet 
immediately attach themselves to the gaseous 
molecules surrounding tho 
head, charging them negatively, and 
causing them to be repelled at high 
speed, not only from the other molecules forming the head, but particularly 
from the direction of the negatively charged sun. 
The successive envelopes 
sometimes seen surrounding the nucleus of a comet may indicate either some 
special activity going on within the comet itself, or they may indicate the ef­ 
fect of successive waves of corpuscles shot out from the sun. 


A comet’s tail may therefore be described as a current of gaseous parti­ 
cles receding from the head each particle or molecule carrying a negative 
electric charge. 
A certain amount of impalpable dust of a particular grade 
of fineness probably accompanies the gaseous stream. In at least one case this 
dust was present in sufficient quantities to produce an appreciable effect, but 
it did not extend to the extreme end of the tail.—H arper’s Magazine.

For many years I have made a prac­ 
tice of feeding the wild birds both in 
summer and winter, and it has been 
an unfailing source of pleasure to 
watch them eagerly picking up the 
tid-bits, and of wonder to note how 
quickly they lose their fear of man­ 
kind as soon as they are assured no 
harm is intended. 


One of my most interesting experi­ 
ences, writes a correspondent of^ the 
Indianapolis Nev/s, in this line oc­ 
curred last summer. 
A member of 
my family, who also loves birds, came 
upon a tiny specimen lying at his 
feet, while doing some electric wfork 
in the basement of one of our big 
hotels. He picked it up and carefully 
placed it in his capacious pocket, car­ 
rying It with him until he reached 
home at night 
When he heard a lit­ 
tle peep in his pocke^ he came laugh­ 
ingly, and laid in my hand a tiny 
brown and white sparrow. 


It was very much alive, although so 
young, as well as hungry. After feed­ 
ing it carefully we placed it in a cage 
for the night, thinking if it lived to 
keep it until strong enough to fly, 
then let it go with the flock which 
came daily for their luncheon to my 
back lawn. 
It could fly two or three 
feet only, but in a very few days in­ 
creased the distance amazingly. 


In order to get it used to outdoor 
life preparatory to its flight to its 
native element, I would take it daily, 
place it upon the lawn or graveled 
walk, where it would busily pick at 
the gravel, insects and seeds, while I 
sat on guard upon the porch, lest some 
stray cat might have an eye upon my 
tiny birdling.

When the 
train moved the mulee were taken at a 
2:10 pace, but the strap broke and releas- 
ed them. 


Emanuel Tracey, of Hellam, York 


county, wme killed Friday evening while 
repairing a ear in the railroad yards at 
Columbia. Tracey, who was an inspect- 
or for the Pennsylvania railroad, was un- 
der a car which was struck by a "flying 
shift" thrown on the repair track by the 
shifting crew. Deceased, who was 62 
years old, had been in the employ of the 
railroad for 32 years. 


The Lutheran church at Mt Airy, near 


Dover, York county, was struck by light- 
ning on last Sunday evening while ser- 
vices were in progress. The woodwork 
of the edifice was damaged. The elec- 
tric fluid descended the stove-pipe and 
several women seated near the .'-love 
were rendered unconscious by the shock. J 
Panic reigned among the worshipers for 
a time. Deafening peals of thunder add 
ed to the terror of the situation. 


Miss Mollie German, of'Lutherville, 


Baltimore county, Md., was burned to 
death about 5:30 a. ui. Thursday trying 
to kindle a fire in the range of her kitch- 
en. A coal oil can was foung lying near 
the stove, and it is supposed that in mak- 
ing the fire she poured coal oil on the 
wood and when she went to light the 
fire the flames shot up and caught her 
clothing. Miss German, who was aged 
44 years, died at 8 o'clock from the hi 
juries received. 


A sharp stroke of lightning, accom- 


panied by a miniature hurricane, struck 
a hill in the vicinity of Montello, Satur- 
day afternoon and dug a hole in the 
ground 9 feet long and 18 feet deep. The 
roar that followed was similar to an 
earthquake, and an almost incessant 
rumbling caused persons in the vicinity 
to fear that an earthquake was really 
the occurrence Many fled fearing their 
homes would be wrecked. 


Glanders, considered one of the most 


deadly .and contagious diseases of hors- 
es, is becoming widely prevalent over 
York county, despite the efforts of State 
Veterinary Surgeon Lehman to elimin- 
ate the disease. In the past few months 
thirty horses afflicted with glanders have 
died, and caused farmers in different 
parts of the county great alarm, as when 
it once enters a stable it generally affects 
the whole stable of horses. The disease 
usually starts as distemper and pinkeye 
and scarcely any difference can be dis- 
tinguished until it reaches a higher state 
of development. Then there is a decay 
of the interior of the head of the animal, 
causing sure death. The disease is in- 
curable, states Dr. Lehman. At present 
about 50 horses are quarantined through- 
out the county. 


Mrs. Adam West, who lived on the 


Waynesboro fruit farm, near Greenwood, 
was killed Saturday evening in a runaway 
accident 
She and her hnsband and babe 


and Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Bell, of Waynes- 
boro, were driving in a wagon to the rail- 
road station. The harness broke and the 
wagon started down hill.

broke and the two mules ran away. Mr. 
West jumped and called to the others to 
do likewise. Mrs. West, with her babe 
in her arms, made a leap and landed on 
her head in the road. The baby landed in 
soft mud and escaped with bruises. Mrs. 
West's neck was broken and she did not 
regain consciousness.

Bernard Cashnian, 23 years of age, 
employed in Powell's night lunch wag 
on.

FAIR OR FOUL? 


From York Springs Comet : Parties 
from New York are now canvassing Ad- 
ams county carrying with them a phial 
containing M'heat heads some ten inches 
long, the seed from which they claim will 
produce from 40 to 60 bushels of Avheatto 
the acre. 


An agent has been canvassing this com- 
munity for the past few days and has se- 
cured a number of farmers to become a 
party to a contract calling for the plant- 
ing of two bushels of seed which will be 
shipped not later than Sept 1, and for 
which thoy are not required to pay any 
money, but on the following year they 
are to deliver free of charge to the rail- 
road station ten bushels, the men behind 
the deal thus getting eight bushels clear.

Growing Watermelons. 


I plant about one acre of water- 


melons every year, selling them at re- 
tail in a local market. 1 'usually sell 
about $S5 to" f 100 worth therefrom, 
says a correspondent of the Indiana 
Farmer. I break and level early in 
the year, then open furrows every 
eight feet, running twice with plow 
to make them deep; then I put three 
shovelfuls of manure 
every 
seven 


feet and mix it well with the soil. I 
split some pieces of wood long enough 
that the plow will not cover, then 
stick one in every hill, and lie till 
planting time. 


"vVnen ready for planting, hills can 


be made with rake and hoe. I plant 
eight and ten seeds in a hill and thin 
out to three good plants when out of 
danger from bugs. I give the row 
several hoeings before vines cover 
the ground. I cultivate middle with 
harrow and cultivator as long as pos- 
sible. For bugs I dust the plants with 
lime as soon as they are up and until 
they are out of danger. 
I put the 


liine in a corn sack and go over the 
plants while dew is on them. I can. 
dust an acre in an hour in this way. 
Cover the plants thick with it and 
keep them covered. It won't hurt the 
plants, and the bugs won't either. I 
also give them a top dressing of ni- 
trate of soda, about 50 to 75 pounds 
to an acre, before the blooms open. I 
think this pays because it makes the 
melons grow and helps the vines to 
yield more blooms and melons. 
I 


also protect it from late frost with 
paper at night. There are a. great 
many varieties but I prefer Dixie and 
Melver sugar melons and I will plant 
them as long as I run a farm. 


Bluegrass Seed. 


The House Committee on Agricul- 


ture of Washington. D. C., has favor- 
ably reported the bill introduced by 
Representative Trimble fixing penal- 
ties for the adulteration of bluegrass 
and other seed. The bill was report- 
ed unanimously and is therefore ex- 
pected to pass the House at an early 
date. Under the old provision in the 
law tbe Secretary of Agriculture was j 
simply directed to publish the name j 
of grass adulterators. This, the new 
bill declares, is not sufficient, as they 
should be prosecuted. In his report 
to the House Representative Trimble 
says:

Tbe common bouse n> (Mtuca Do» 


mestica) is a creature of such secretir* 
babits.'that although from tbe very 
earliest times be bas been with as, and 
tbe most anclert writers bare men- 
tioned and described him ctUl very 
little was known of bl* origin an* 
history. 


It remained for tbe eminent Bostoa 


biologist, Dr. A. 8. Packard. In 1ST!. 
to make known hi* origin, bablts an* 
transformations from tbe egg throng* 
the larra state with its two change* 
to th* pnpa state, then to tbe perfect 


Near tbe ftrst of August tbe femal* 


lay* about 120 egg* of a dull gray 
color, selecting fresh horse manure la 
which to deposit her eggs, and BO se- 
cretes them that they are rarely seen; 
it take* only twenty-four hours for 
them to batch into the first form of 
larva, a white worm one-quarter oC 
an inch in length and one-tenth in di- 
ameter. They feed ou the decaying 
matter of their environment? and two 
changes or casting of skins occur be- 
fore they turn Into the pupa state; this 
change comes very suddenly. The en- 
tire period from the egg to the pnpa 
state is from three to four days. If 
moist food is wanting -when in this 
condition they .will eat each other and 
thus decrease their number. Heat and 
humidity greatly assist their develop- 
ment, as upon careful computation 
each pound of manure around stables 
and outhouses develops under favora- 
ble conditions over one thousand flies. 
It Is no wonder that -where these con- 
ditions exist, -we have such a veritable 
harvest of the fly pest. 


In tbe pupa state when the fly i* 


about to emerge, the end of the pupa 
case splits off, making a. hole through 
which the fly pushes a portion of it* 
bead; but here it seems to encounter a 
difficulty; the pupa case is too stiff and 
hard to pass through, but nature comes 
to its assistance, and a sort of bladder 
like substance forms behind the head, 
which swells out apparently filled with 
air; it acts as a means of pushing away, 
the pupa case and releases the fly. 
When the fly first emerges it runs 
around with its wings soft, email and 
baggy; it is pale and the colors are 
not set; its head rapidly expands and 
the bladder formation passes away— 
within a few hours the -wings grow and 
harden. It is now a perfect fly. 


The whole time from the depositing 


of the egg to the perfect fly is not over, 
ten days In duration. Many persons 
who observe small flies in midsummer 
suppose they are the young, but snch. 
is not the case, they are files that are 
mperfectly nourished in the larvae 
and pupae states, and do not attain 
full size, In fact, they are the dwarf* 
of their race. The male fly differs 
"rom the female in the front of the 
head between the eyes, being at least 
one-third narrower, though in size the 
female is rather smaller. 


In the pnpa state they are often fed 


upon by the larvae of some of the 
beetles, notably that of the carpet 
beetle, whose pupa, the dreaded buf- 
falo "moth," will attack the young 
fly In the pupa case and eating it pos- 
sess the case for itself. 


Adult flies, like most other creatures, 


have parasites of minute size that prey, 
upon them; these can often be seen an 
presenting email red specks over the 
body of the fly. 


Another enemy In the form of a fun- 


gus often attacks the fly in the early, 
autumn. This makes its appearance 
as a white swelling and the -white 
spores of the disease can be seen pene- 
trating the body of tbe fly, which It 
finally distends and ruptures. 


The fly hibernates In winter, but wltfl 


his usual secretive habit, it is very dif- 
ficult to find him in his winter quar- 
ters. With the first chill of autumn 
the flies feeling the cold, seek tem- 
porary warmth in houses, and cluster- 
ing together form bunches In the cor- 
ners of walls and other places.

By the use of drain tile there will 
be no unsightly open ditcher, and the 
field can be cutivated as easily as 
any other. 
If the land is not very wet 
the Qost of drainage will be but little, 
and such land will be just as valuable 
for pasture as before, with the added 
advantage of being 
adapted 
to 
a 
greater variety of grasses than form- 
erly. 


from scab, but It surely pays to take 
all the precautions possible. 
It is de- 
cidedly an uphill job to attempt to 
grow ix)tatoes on soil that is infested 
with the scab and the only w*ay to 
avoid this Is to put the ground Into 
some other cultivated crop for two or 
even three years. 
If possible, obtain 
seed tubers that are free from scab 
and 
under 
any 
circumstances 
they 
should be treated or sterilized so as 
to prevent the spread 
of 
the 
scab. 
This i)rocoss is very 
simple and 
Is 
easily accomplished by soaking the 
seed tubers for two hours in a solu* 
tion composed of one pound of forma- 
lin to each thirty gallons of water. 


To Exterminate Moles. 


Some one wants to know how to 
get rid of moles. This is easily done. 
The moles do their work in daytime, 
from 9 in the morning until 12 noon, 
says a writer in the Indiana Farmer. 


I want no trap, or poison. 
I go out 
in the morning and tramp the dirt 
down in the runs, and when the time 
comes for them to go to work, I go 
and look for them and keep very still. 
When I see one raise the dirt, I jump 
on him with my heel and stamp the 
ground so hard that he can't move. 
Then I call my dog and have him dig 
him out. 
In a short time I have the 
dog hunting moles in the same way. 
Also teach the children to hunt them. 
Offer a penny for each scalp, and in 
a short time there will not be a mole 
on your place. 
I live where there are 
plenty of moles but they don't bother 
me. 


Water for Milch Cows, 


Experiments show that a cow when 
in full flow of milk, drinks from 1500 
to 2000 pounds of water per month, 
the average quantity, determined by 
testing a herd, being 1C60 pounds per 
cow. 
This fact shows the importance 
of unlimited supply of water at all 
seasons of the year. 
In every 100 
quarts of milk the farmer sells about 
88 quarts of water and when the cow 
can not procure water at all times she 
will fall lOff in yield. 


Early Chick Preferred. 


When I set eggs from my own pens, 
however, I prefer to have them hatch 
out sometime in April. 


To be sure, March eggs are apt to 
be less fertile than those laid during 
the next month or two, but one can 
easily overlook this because of the 
numerous 
advantages 
early 
chicks 
have over later ones. 


But eggs set during the next six 
weeks should hatch well, the chicks 
grow rapidly and mature in time to 
make early winter layers, as well as 
to be in the best condition for the 
winter shows. 


Bushes in Meadow Land. 


While the meadows are still frozen, 
the ground should be gone over with 
the brush ax, 
and 
the 
alders 
and 
brush cut off close 
to 
the 
ground. 
Sprouts will come up during the sum- 
mer, but they will be tender, and may 
be cut off with a heavy hoe at the end 
of the season. 
After that but few 
sprouts will come up, and they can be 
kept down if the mower is run over 
them every season. 
The success of 
the plan depends on cutting close to 
the ground tlie first time, leaving no 
stubs. 


May Accept Germany'« Token. 


For the first time in several years, 
Congress has permitted a government 
employe to accept a decoration con- 
ferred by a foreign government. 
The 
exceptional 
case was 
that of 
Prof, 
Simon Newcomb, of the United States 
navy, retired, formerly of the Naval 
Observatory, and described as one of 
the foremost men of science and the 
foremost living astronomer. 
Upon this 
oftlcial the German Kaiser has con- 
ferred the decoration of the order of 
'Tour le Mérité fur Wissenschaften 
und Künsten," the leading scientific 
order in existence. 
The membership 
of this order is limited to sixty, of 
which one-half are rebldents of 
th« 
Germsa empire. 


For Repairing on the Farm. 


Much valuable time is lost on the 
farm for lack of carpenter supplies. 
There shoiild be plenty of farm-raised 
or second-hand 
lumber 
on hand, 
a 
supply of nails of all sizes, staples for 
wire fences, 
plenty 
of 
bolts 
and 
screws, an assoitment 
of 
bits 
and 
drills, a good hammer and hatchet, 
various saws, a square, pliers 
and 
wire cutters, also a little forge and 
blacksmith tools. 
With this outfit al- 
most anything can be done on emer- 
gencies, and the time and 
expense 
saved from a trip to town in the busy 
season. 


Growing Watermelons. 


I plant about one acre of water- 
melons every year, selling them at re- 
tail in a local market. 
I 'usually sell 
about $85 to'^$100 
worth 
therefrom, 
says a correspondent of the Indiana 
Farmer. 
I break and level early in 
the year, then open furrows every 
eight feet, running twice with plow 
[ to make them deep; then I put three 
shovelfuls of manure 
every 
seven 
feet and mix it well with the soil. 
I 
split some pieces of wood long enough 
that the plow will not cover, then 
stick one in every hill, and lie till 
planting time. 


"When ready for planting, hills can 
be made with rake and hoe. 
I plant 
eight and ten seeds in a hill and thin 
out to three good plants when out of 
danger from bugs. 
I give the row 
several 
hoelngs before vines 
cover 
the ground. 
I cultivate middle with 
harrow and cultivator as long as pos- 
sible. For bugs I dust the plants with 
lime as soon as they are up and until 
they are out of danger. 
I put the 
lime in a corn sack and go over the 
plants while dew is on them. 
I can 
dust an acre in an hour in this way. 
Cover the plants thick 
with 
it 
and 
keep them covered. 
It won't hurt the 
plants, and the bugs won't either. 
I 
also give them a top dressing of ni- 
trate of soda, about 50 to 75 pounds 
to an acre, before the blooms open. I 
think this pays because it makes the 
melons grow and helps the vines to 
yield 
more blooms and 
melons. 
I 
also protect it from late frost with 
paper at night. 
There are a great 
many varieties but I prefer Dixie and 
Mclver sugar melons and I will plant 
them as long as I run a farm. 


Sane Jose Scale Cure. 


The following is a formula recom- 
mended In dealing with the San Jose 
Scale: Dissolve 2 pounds of 
whale 
oil soap in 1 gallon of boiling water, 
to this add 1 gallon of kerosene while 
boiling, (rub always away from the 
fire). 
With a pump or some swift 
agitator pump the mixture back Into 
Itself while hot. 
This emulsifies at 
once. 
It is to be diluted vnth 
six 
gallons of water while hot. It Is ready 
for use as a spray after getting cold. 
If it is to be used as a paint with a 
brush the quantity of kerosene should 
be two quarts, and only enough water 
to make the 
raixture 
have the con- 
Bietency of soft soap. 


To Avcid Scabby Potatoes. 


Even with the greatest care It Is not 
always possibie to grow potatoes free 


Bluegrasft Seed. 


The House Committee on Agricul- 
ture of Washington, D. C., has favor- 
ably reported the bill introduced by 
Representative Trimble fixing penal- 
ties for the adulteration of bluegrass 
and other seed. 
The bill was report- 
ed unanimously and is therefore ex- 
pected to pass the House at an early 
date. 
Under the old provision In the 
law the Secretary of Agriculture was 
simply directed to publish the name 
of grass adulterators. 
This, the new 
bill declares, is not sufficient, as they 
should be prosecuted. 
In his report 
to the House Representative Trimble 
says: 


Reports from the Agricultural De- 
partment Introduced by 
Mr. 
Gallo- 
way, Chief of the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry, demonstrated to the Commit- 
tee on Agriculture the character and 
extent to which seeds are being adul- 
terated. 
Kentucky bluegrass seed is 
mixed with Canadian bluegrass, about 
half and half, and it is impossible to 
detect the adulteration except by an 
expert under a magnifying glass. The 
Canadian 
bluegrass 
is 
absolutely 
wonhless as a pasture and with it 
the most obnoxious of all weeds, the 
Canadian thistle, has been introduced 
into this country. 
Within the 
last 
seven 
months 
over 
4UO,000. pounds 
has been brought 
Into 
the 
United 
States, and practically all of it has 
been used for adulterating bluegrass. 
The adulteration of the orchard grass 
and red clover Is carried on to the 
same extent as the bluegrass. Meadow 
fescue, English rye grass and Italian 
rye grass are used to adulterate or- 
chard grass, while yellow trefoil is 
used 
to adulterate 
red 
clover 
and 
alfalfa. 


There Is a great demand in foreign 
ct^untries 
for 
Kentucky 
bluegraM 
seed, and if something is not done to 
prevent Us adulteration 
our 
export 
trade will be ruined. 


HABITS OF THE HOUSE FLY. 


•ftrold S«niers, M» Ai» T«1U IThcne« 
Coxceo, TFhlther Re Ooei. 


The common house tij (Musca Do- 
mestica) Is a creature of such secretive 
habits, that although from the very 
earliest times he has been 'with us, and 
the most ancient writers havo men- 
tioned and described him, still very 
little was known of his origin and 
history. 


It remained for tho eminent Boston 
biologist, Dr. A. S. Packard. In 35573, 
to make known his origin, habits and 
tranaformations from the egg through 
the larva state with its two changes 
to the pupa state, then to the perfect 
fly. 


Near th© first of August the femals 
lays about 120 eggs of a dull gray 
color, selecting fresh horse manure ia 
wWch to deposit her eggs, and so se- 
cretes them that they are rarely seen; 
it takes only twenty-four hours for 
them to hatch into the first form of 
larva, a white worm one-quarter of 
an Inch In length and one-tenth in di- 
ameter. 
They feed on the decaying 
matter of their environment, and two 
changes or casting of skins occur be- 
fore they turn into the pupa state; tlils 
change comes very suddenly. The en- 
tire period from the egg to the pupa 
state is from three to four days. 
If 
moist food Is wanting when in this 
condition they will eat each other and 
thus decrease their number. Heat and 
humidity greatly assist their develop- 
ment, as upon careful 
computation 
each pound of manure around stables 
and outhouses develops under favora- 
ble conditions over one thousand flies. 
It Is no wonder that where these con- 
ditions exist, we have such a veritable 
harvest of the fly pest. 


In the pupa state when the fly is 
about to emerge, the end of the pupa 
case splits off, making a hole through 
which the fly pushes a portion of its 
head; but here It seems to encounter a 
difficulty; the pupa case Is too stiff and 
hard to pass through, but nature comes 
to its assistance, and a sort of bladder 
like substance forms behind the head, 
which swells out apparently filled with 
air; it acts as a means of pushing away; 
the pupa case 
and 
releases the fly. 
When the fly first emerges it runs 
around with its wrings soft, small and 
baggy; it Is pale and the colors are 
not set; its head rapidly expands and ' 
the bladder formation passes away— 
within a few hours the wings grow and 
harden, it is now a perfect fly. 


The whole time from the depositing 
of the egg to the perfect fly is not over 
ten days in duration. 
Many persons 
who observe small flies in midsummer 
suppose they are the young, but such 
Is not the case, they are flies that are 
Imperfectly nourished in the larva© 
and pupae states, and do not attain 
full size, in fact, they are the dwarf» 
of their race. 
The male fly differa 
from the female In the front of the 
head between the eyes, being at least 
one-third nari'ower, though in size tho 
female is rather smaller. 


In the pupa state they are often fed 
upon by the larvae of some of the 
beetles, notably that of the carpet 
beetle, whose pupa, the dreaded buf- 
falo "moth." will attack the young 
fly in the pupa case and eating it pos- 
sess the case for Itself. 


Adult files, like most other creatures, 
have parasites of minute size that prey, 
upon them; these can often be seen as 
presenting small red specks over the 
body of the fly. 


Another enemy In the form of a fun- 
gus often attacks the fly In the early, 
autumn. 
This makes its appearance 
as a white swelling and the white 
Bpores of the disease can be seen pene- 
trating the body of the fly, which it 
finally distends and ruptures. 


The fly hibernates in winter, but with' 
his usual secretive habit, it Is very dif- 
ficult to find him in his winter quar- 
ters, 
With the first chill of autumn 
the flies feeling the cold, seek tem- 
porary warmth in houses, and cluster-* 
Ing together form bunches in the cor- 
ners of walls and other places, 
iheyj 
are then sluggish and not so active aa 
In the warm weather. 
However, they) 
ilo not make a permanent stay Indoor»^ 
but on the first mild, sunny day, see» 
the windows to get out and find their 
permanent winter hiding place; manyi 
prefer to make their homes in the roots 
of grass on lawns where they hid© 
themselves so effectually that the ice 
and snow of winter does not destroy) 
them In their hibernating state. 
If in 
the first warm days of spring when thei 
snow is gone and the grass on the 
lawns becomes dry and warm, long be- 
fore the yellow dandelion shows Its 
head, a close observer may see num- 
bers of files crawling up on the gras^ 
to get the welcome sunshine, theiz; 
wings standing out stiff and useless; 
but they soon acquire the power of 
flight in the warm rays of the sun. A) 
great many days, however, elapse be- 
fore they appear in the homes of men, 
where they are such unwelcome vis- 
itors.

Special Work for Seeds. 


It is special work to grow seeds on 
the farm, and any farmer who de­ 
pends upon himself for the seeds to 
be used next year must be very care­ 
ful or his varieties will be mixed. The 
wind, bees and other insects distrib­ 
ute pollen, and, although the effects 
of involuntary crossing* of varieties 
may not be noticed this season, there 
will be no mistake of results next 
year. 


Drained Lands Fertile. 


Wet land should be drained, as it 
may be the most fertile on the farm. 
By the use of drain tile there will 
be no unsightly open ditches, and the 
field can be cutivated as easily as 
any other. If the land is not very wet 
the qost of drainage will be but little, 
and such land will be just as valuable 
for pasture as before, with the added 
advantage of being 
adapted 
to 
a 
greater variety of grasses than form­ 
erly. 


To Exterminate Moles. 


Some one wants to know how to 
get rid of moles. This is easily done. 
The moles do their work in daytime, 
from 9 in the morning until 12 noon, 
says a writer in the Indiana Farmer. 


I want no trap, or poison. I go out 
in the morning and tramp the dirt 
down in the runs, and when the time 
comes for them to go to work, I go 
and look for them and keep very still. 
When I see one raiso the dirt, I jump 
on him with my heel and stamp the 
ground so hard that he can’t move. 
Then I call my dog and have him dig 
him out. 
In a short time I have the 
dog hunting moles In the same way. 
Also teach the children to hunt them. 
Offer a penny for each scalp, and in 
a short time there will not be a mole 
on your place. I live where there are 
plenty of moles but they don’t bother 
me. 


Water for Milch Cows. 


Experiments show that a cow when 
in full flow of milk, drinks from 1500 
to 2000 pounds of water per month, 
the average quantity, determined by 
testing a herd, being 1CG0 pounds per 
cow. This fact shows the importance 
of unlimited supply of water at all 
seasons of the year. 
In every 100 
quarts of milk the farmer sells about 
88 quarts of water and when the cow 
can not procure water at all times she 
will fall *)fi in yield. 


Early Chick Preferred. 


When I set eggs from my own pens, 
however, I prefer to have them hatch 
out sometime in April. 


To be sure, March eggs are apt to 
be less fertile than those laid during 
the next month or two, but one can 
easily overlook this because of the 
numerous advantages 
early 
chicks 
have over later ones. 


But eggs set during the next six 
weeks should hatch well, the chicks 
grow rapidly and mature in time to 
make early winter layers, as well as 
to be in the best condition for the 
winter shows. 


Bushes in Meadow Land. 


While the meadows are still frozen, 
the ground should be gone over with 
the brush ax, 
and the alders 
and 
brush cut off close 
to 
the ground. 
Sprouts will come up during the sum­ 
mer, but they will be tender, and may 
be cut off with a heavy hoe at the end 
of the season. 
After that but few 
sprouts will come up, and they can be 
kept down if the mower is run over 
them every season. 
The success of 
the plan depends on cutting close to 
the ground the first time, leaving no 
stubs. 


Growing Watermelons. 


I plant about one acre of water­ 
melons every year, selling them at re­ 
tail in a local market. 
I ’usually sell 
about $85 toN$100 
worth therefrom, 
says a correspondent of the Indiana 
Farmer. 
I break and level early in 
the year, then open furrows every 
eight feet, running twice with plow 
[ to make them deep; then I put three 
shovelfuls of manure 
every 
seven 
feet and mix it well with the soil. I 
split some pieces of wood long enough 
that • the plow will not cover, then 
stick one in every hill, and lie till 
planting time. 


When ready for planting, hills can 
be made with rake and hoe. I plant 
eight and ten seeds in a hill and thin 
out to three good plants when out of 
danger from bugs. 
I give the row 
several hoeings before vines cover 
the ground. 
I cultivate middle with 
harrow and cultivator as long as pos­ 
sible. For bugs I dust the plants with 
lime as soon as they are up and until 
they are out of danger. 
I put the 
lime in a corn sack and go over the 
plants while dew is on them. 
I can 
dust an acre in an hour in this way. 
Cover the plants thick with it and 
keep them covered. It won’t hurt the 
plants, and the bugs won’t either. 
I 
also give them a top dressing of ni­ 
trate of soda, about 50 to 75 pounds 
to an acre, before the blooms open. I 
think this pays because it makes the 
melons grow and helps the vines to 
yield more blooms and melons. 
I 
also protect it from late frost with 
paper at night. 
There are a great 
many varieties but I prefer Dixie and 
Mclver sugar melons and I will plant 
them as long as I run a farm. 


May Accept Germany's Token. 


For the first time in several years, 
Congress has permitted a government 
employe to accept a decoration con* 
ferred by a foreign government. The 
exceptional case was that of Prof. 
Simon Newcomb, of the United States 
navy, retired, formerly of the Naval 
Observatory, and described as one of 
the foremost men of science and the 
foremost living astronomer. Upon this 
official the German Kaiser has con­ 
ferred the decoration of the order of 
“Pour le Merite fur Wissenschaften 
und Kunsten,” the leading scientific 
order in existence. 
The membership 
of this order is limited to sixty, of 
which one-half are residents of the 
German empire. 


For Repairing on the Farm. 


Much valuable time is lost on the 
farm for lack of carpenter supplies. 
There shoiild be plenty of farm-raised 
or second-hand lumber on hand, a 
supply of nails of all sizes, staples for 
wire fences, 
plenty 
of 
bolts 
and 
screws, an assortment 
of bits and 
drills, a good hammer and hatchet, 
various saws, a square, pliers and 
wire cutters, also a little forge and 
blacksmith tools. With this outfit al­ 
most anything can be done on emer­ 
gencies, and the time and expense 
saved from a trip to town in the busy 
season, 


Sane Jose Scale Cure. 


The following is a formula recom­ 
mended in dealing with the San Jose 
Scale: Dissolve 2 pounds of whale 
oil soap in 1 gallon of boiling water, 
to this add 1 gallon of kerosene while 
boiling, (rub always away from the 
fire). 
With a pump or some swift 
agitator pump the mixture back into 
itself while hot. 
This emulsifies at 
once. 
It is to be diluted with six 
gallons of water while hot. It is ready 
for use as a spray after getting cold. 
If it is to be used as a paint with a 
brush the quantity of kerosene should 
be two quarts, and only enough water 
to make the mixture have the con­ 
sistency of soft soap.

Bluegrass Seed. 


The House Committee on Agricul­ 
ture of Washington, D. C., has favor­ 
ably reported the bill introduced by 
Representative Trimble fixing penal­ 
ties for the adulteration of bluegrass 
and other seed. 
The bill was report­ 
ed unanimously and is therefore ex­ 
pected to pass the House at an early 
date. Under the old provision in the 
law the Secretary of Agriculture was 
simply directed to publish the name 
of grass adulterators. 
This, the new 
bill declares, is not sufficient, as they 
should be prosecuted. 
In his report 
to the House Representative Trimble 
says:

way, Chief of the Bureau of Plant In­ 
dustry, demonstrated to the Commit­ 
tee on Agriculture the character and 
extent to which seeds are being adul­ 
terated. 
Kentucky bluegrass seed is 
mixed with Canadian bluegrass, about 
half and half, and it is impossible to 
detect the adulteration except by an 
expert under a magnifying glass. The 
Canadian 
bluegrass 
is 
absolutely 
worthless as a pasture and with it 
the most obnoxious of all weeds, the 
Canadian thistle, has been introduced 
into this country. 
Within the last 
seven months over 400,000. pound* 
has been brought 
into 
the 
United 
States, and practically all of it has 
been used for adulterating bluegrass. 
The adulteration of the orchard grass 
and red clover is carried on to the 
same extent as the bluegrass. Meadow 
fescue, English rye grass and Italian 
rye grass are used to adulterate or­ 
chard grass, while yellow trefoil is 
used to adulterate red clover and 
alfalfa. 


There is a great demand in foreign 
countries 
for 
Kentucky 
bluegrass 
seed, and if something is not done to 
prevent its adulteration our export 
trade will be ruined. 


HABITS OF THE HOUSE FLY.

The common house fly (Musca Do- 
tneatica) is a creature of such secretiv# 
habits, that although from the very 
earliest times he has been with us, and 
the most ancient writers have men* 
tioned and described him, still very 
little was known of his origin and 
history. 


It remained for the eminent Boston 
biologist, Dr. A. S. Packard, in 1S73, 
to make known his origin, habits and 
transformations from the egg through 
the larva state with its two changes 
to the pupa state, then to the perfect 
fly. 


Near the first of August the female 
lays about 120 eggs of a dull gray 
color, selecting fresh horse manure 1b 
wWch to deposit her eggs, and so se­ 
cretes them that they are rarely seen; 
it takes only twenty-four hours for 
them to hatch into the first form of 
larva, a white worm one-quarter of 
an inch In length and one-tenth in di­ 
ameter. 
They feed on the decaying 
matter of their environment, and two 
changes or casting of skins occur be­ 
fore they turn into the pupa state; tills 
change comes very suddenly. The en­ 
tire period from the egg to the pupa 
state is from three to four days. 
If 
moist food is wanting when in this 
condition they will eat each other and 
thus decrease their number. Heat and 
humidity greatly assist their develop­ 
ment, as upon careful computation 
each, pound of manure around stables 
and outhouses develops under favora­ 
ble conditions over one thousand flies. 
It is no wonder that where these con­ 
ditions exist, we have such a veritable 
harvest of the fly pest. 


In the pupa state when the fly is 
about to emerge, the end of the pupa 
case splits off, making a hole through 
which the fly pushes a portion of its 
head; but here it seems to encounter a 
difficulty; the pupa case is too stiff and 
hard to pass through, but nature comes 
to its assistance, and a sort of bladder 
like substance forms behind the head, 
which swells out apparently filled with 
air; it acts as a means of pushing away; 
the pupa case and releases the fly. 
When the fly first emerges it runs 
around with its wings soft, small and 
haggy; it is pale and the colors are 
not set; its head rapidly expands and ‘ 
the bladder formation passes away— 
within a few hours the wings grow and 
harden, it is now a perfect fly. 


The whole time from the depositing 
of the egg to the perfect fly is not over 
ten days in duration. 
Many persons 
who observe small flies in midsummer 
suppose they are the young, but such 
Is not the case, they are flies that are 
imperfectly nourished in the larvae 
and pupae states, and do not attain 
full size, In fact, they are the dwarf* 
of their race. 
The male fly differ* 
from the female in the front of the 
head between the eyes, being at least 
one-third narr'ower, though in size the 
female is rather smaller. 


In the pupa state they are often fed 
upon by the larvae of some of the 
beetles, notably that of the carpet 
beetle, whose pupa, the dreaded buf­ 
falo "moth,” will attack the young 
fly in the pupa case and eating it pos­ 
sess the case for itself. 


Adult flies, like most other creatures, 
have parasites of minute size that prey, 
upon them; these can often be seen a* 
presenting small red specks over the 
body of the fly. 


Another enemy in the form of a fun­ 
gus often attacks the fly in the early, 
autumn. 
This makes Its appearance 
as a white swelling and the white 
spores of the disease can be seen pene­ 
trating the body of the fly, which It 
finally distends and ruptures. 


The fly hibernates in winter, but with1 
his usual secretive habit, it is very dif­ 
ficult to find him in his winter quar­ 
ters. 
With the first chill of autumn 
the flies feeling the cold, seek tem­ 
porary warmth in houses, and cluster* 
Ing together form bunches in the cor­ 
ners of walls and other places, iheyj 
are then sluggish and not so active a* 
In the warm weather. However, they] 
ilo not make a permanent stay indoors, 
but on the first mild, sunny day, see» 
the windows to get out and find their, 
permanent winter hiding place; manyi 
prefer to make their homes in the root* 
of grass on lawns where they hide 
themselves so effectually that the ice 
and snow of winter does not destroy) 
them In their hibernating state. If in 
the first warm days of spring when the 
snow is gone and the grass on the 
lawns becomes dry and warm, long be­ 
fore the yellow dandelion shows it* 
head, a close observer may see num­ 
bers of flies crawling up on the grass; 
to get the welcome sunshine, theiij 
wings standing out stiff and useless? 
but they soon acquire the power of 
flight in the warm rays of the sun. AJ 
great many days, however, elapse be­ 
fore they appear in the homes of men* 
where they are such unwelcome vis­ 
itors. 


In recent years, the medical profes* 
sion have demonstrated that while the 
fly itself does not propagate disease, it 
is one of the most industrious carrier* 
of disease germs which by contact ad­ 
here to his feet, hairy legs and body, 
distributing them to innocent victims. 


If every house-keeper could know all 
these interesting 
facts 
which have 
never before been brought to their at­ 
tention, they would realize the im­ 
portance of securing the very best fly 
exterminator.

WAILRGADS FOR COREA. 


Japanese Making Country Centre of 


Trade in Far East. 


One of the chief factors in the open- 
ing up of Korea to foreign trade is the 
building 
of 
a 
system 
of 
railroads 
through the "hermit nation" which the 
Japanese 
have 
undertaken. 
When 
these facilities for the transportation 
of goods and passengers have been 
provided, it is believed 
that 
Korea 
will become an important centre for 
the prosecution of trade in the Far 
East, and the little peninsula will as- 
sume a prominent position, commer- 
cially, which will attract the serious 
attention of the world of business. 


The Seoul-Wiju Railroad was opened 
for traffic on December 1 last. 
The 
Japanese had constructed in thirteen 
months 310 miles of railway, a feat 
of which they are, with reason, proud. 
Immediately after the beginning of 
the war with Russia they had begun 
the work on this line and It is now 
practically completed. 
Yongsah, 
a 
little village on the banks of the river 
Han, two miles from Seoul, to the 
southwest, is to be the future railway 
centre of Korea. 
Here 165 acres of 
land have been set aside as a railway 
reservation, and tbe line for Wiju and 
the new road to Gensau. the principal 
port of the east coast, start from this 
point. The Seoul-Fusan and the Seoul^ 
Chemulpo roads join with those for 
through connection, the trains of all 
four running to the capital on common 
tracks. 
It is intended, further, to run 
a broad-gauge 
road over the 
route 
followed by the military line from 
Antung to Feng Whang Choug. and 
beyond, and to bridge the Yalu at a 
point above that place. 
With tracks 
laid from Antung to Moukden. the rail- 
way to Northern Korea will become a 
section of the great trunk line. 


The total cost of the new roads to 
date has been, 
roughly 
estimating, 
$15.000.000, and an additional $10.000,- 
000 and four years' work will be re- 
quired to put the line into final shape. 
While at present but one tunnel, 557 
feet long, has been constructed, there 
will eventually be eighteen, with a 
total length of 1S.860 feet. 
The stan- 
dard gauge. 4 feet S1-2 inches, has 
been used for 
the 
Seoul-Wiju 
and 
Seoul-Gensan 
roads, 
as 
for 
other 
railroads'in Korea, 
and 
this 
fact 
furnishes a striking example of 
the 
general 
introduction 
of 
American 
methods and materials where once a 
footing 
has 
been 
obtained. 
The 
American Trading company built the 
first railroad in Korea in 1897-*99, us- 
ing the American 
gauge, 
American 
engines, and American cars and ma- 
terials .throughout, and the Japanese 
bought out the 
original 
concession- 
aires, and to insure uniformity built 
on the same lines. 
Of the 60-pound 
rails used some came from Germany, 
but most of them came from the Car- 
negie works in this country. 
The ties 
came largely from the United States 


and the spikes from the Illinois Steel 
company. 


The bridges are now chiefly of wood 
and built on piles.

Japanese Making Country Centre of 


Trade in Far East. 
One of the chief factors in the open­ 
ing up of Korea to foreign trade is the 
building of a system 
of railroads 
through the “hermit nation" which the 
Japanese 
have 
undertaken. 
W hen 
these facilities for the transportation 
of goods and passengers have been 
provided, it is believed that Korea 
will become an important centre for 
the prosecution of trade in the Far 
East, and the little peninsula will a s­ 
sume a prominent position, commer­ 
cially, which will attract the serious 
attention of the world of business. 
The Seoul-Wiju Railroad was opened 
for traffic on December 1 last. 
The 
Japanese had constructed in thirteen 
months 310 miles of railway, a feat 
of which they are, with reason, proud. 
Immediately after the beginning of 
the war with Russia they had begun 
the work on this line and it is now 
practically completed. 
Yongsah, 
a 
little village on the banks of the river 
Han, two miles from Seoul, to the 
southwest, is to he the future railway 
centre of Korea. 
Here 165 acres of 
land have been set aside as a railway 
reservation, and the line for Wiju and 
the new road to Gensau, the principal 
port of the east coast, start from this 
point. The Seoul-Fusan and the Seoul- 
Chemulpo roads join with those for 
through connection, the trains of all 
four running to the capital on common 
tracks. It is intended, further, to run 
a broad-gauge road over the route 
followed by the military line from 
Antung to Feng Whang Cheng, and 
beyond, and to bridge the Yalu at a 
point above that place. 
With tracks 
laid from Antung to Moukden, the rail­ 
way to Northern Korea will become a 
section of the great trunk line. 
The total cost of the new roads to 
date has been, 
roughly 
estimating, 
$15,000,000, and an additional $10,0u0,- 
000 and four years’ work will be re­ 
quired to put the line into final shape. 
While at present but one tunnel, 557 
feet long, has been constructed, there 
will eventually be eighteen, with a 
total length of 1S,8G0 feet. 
The stan­ 
dard gauge, 4 feet 81-2 inches, has 
been used for 
the 
Seoul-Wiju 
and 
Seoul-Gensan 
roads, 
as 
for 
other 
railroads* in Korea, 
and 
this 
fact 
furnishes a striking example of the 
general 
introduction 
of 
American 
methods and materials where once a 
footing 
has 
been 
obtained. 
The 
American Trading company built the 
first railroad in Korea in 1897-*99, us­ 
ing the American gauge, American 
engines, and American cars and ma­ 
terials .throughout, and the Japanese 
bought out the 
original 
concession­ 
aires, and to insure uniformity built 
on the same lines. 
Of the 60-pound 
rails used some came from Germany, 
but most of them came from the Car­ 
negie works in this country. The ties 
came largely from the United States 
and the spikes from the Illinois Steel 
company. 
The bridges are now chiefly of wood 
and built on piles. 
Their total length 
is 44,800 feet, the longest being 2,785

It should be a habit with every prop­ 
erty owner every spring to look over 
his buildings* etc., and see if they need 
repainting* not merely to see if they 
“will go another year," but whether the 
time Las not come for putting in the 
proverbial “stltrh in time" which shall 
eventually “save nine." 
For one coat 
of paint app’lod just a little before it is 
actually needed will often save most of 
the paint on the building by preventing 
it from letting go and causing endless 
trouble and expense. 
Paint lots go because linseed oil, 
which is the “cement" that holds all 
good paint together, gradually decays 
or oxidizes, just as iron exposed to air 
and dampness will slowly decay or oxi­ 
dize. The water and oxygen In the air 
nro the cause of the trouble in both 
cases, and the only reason, outside of 
its beautifying effect, that we apply 
paiut to wood or iron is because we 
want to keep water and air away from 
them. 
Live paint, that is, palut in 
which the linseed oil Is still oily, (loos 
this very effectually, but dead paint, 
that is, paint in which the oil is no 
longer oily, is no more impervious to 
air and water than a single thickness 
of cheesecloth would be. 
If then we 
apply a fresh coat of oily paint before 
the old paint is dead, the oil from the 
new coat will .penetrate the old coat, 
and the whole coating will once more 
become alive, and this method of reno­ 
vation may go on indefinitely.
